Bucks County Republican committee people Satur­ 
day elected District Attorney Paul R. Beckert county 
chairman by an ample majority, but two years of civil 
strife in the party appears to remain unresolved. 


Beckert. backed by the insur­ 
gent Republican Al hance, ended 
the six-year reign of Fred E. 
Ziegler by a vae of 202 to 135. 
The Alliance also swept three 
other executive posts on the com­ 
mittee. 
AU But I Vae 


Ail but one of the 338 commit­ 
teemen and women \ oted in the 
balloting witnessed by a crowd of 
party wakers in the Park View 
Restaurant in Doylestown on Sat­ 
urday. 
The Alliance leaders saw the 
Beckert victory as a "new era" 
in county GOF leadership and a 
•return to party principles." 


The victory left Beckert with 
the prospect of facing a strong 
minority group. Leaders of the 
defeated 
ag en ization 
indicated 
that an independent GOP organi­ 
zation would be formed with an 
eye towards presenting its own 
slate in the Republican primaries 
next May.

Beckert led Ziegler by only 
three votes, 134 to 111, before 
the polling of the final district — 
Central Bucks. But Central Bucks 
proved a runaway f a the Alli­ 
ance leader. Beckert drew 78 of 
the 93 votes cart there. 
The near-four-hour meeting end­ 
ed on a conciliatroy note with 
Congressman Willard S. Curtin 
Bucks-Lehigh > urging both sides 
to forget their differences and 
work together to win "big" in 
November.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
daily recital of an official state 
prayer rn public schools, even 
though 
non-com pu Isay, offends 
the religious freedom guarantees 
rn the Constitution. 
The 6-1 decision came in a New 
Y ak case but will affect many 
thousands of schools throughout 
the country. 
Justice Hugo L. Black wrote 
the court's decision. The dis­ 
senter wa* Justice Pater Stew­ 
art. Justices Felix Frankfurta 
and Byron R White did n a par­ 
ticipate. 
Black said "it has been argued 
that to apply the Constitution In 
such a way as to prohibit state 
laws respecting an establishment 
of religious services in publa­ 
se bool* is to indicate a hostility 
toward religion or toward pray­ 
er." 
"Nothing, of course, could be 
more wrong," he saki. 
But he added; 
“It is neitha sacrilegious n a 
anti-religious to say that each 
separate government in this coun­ 
try should stay out of the busi­ 
ness of writing a sanctioning of* 
fie tai prayers and leave that 
purely religious function to the 
people themselves and to those 
the people choose to look to tor 
religious guidance "

After he was acquitted of ex­ 
tortion charges in January of 1961, 
Boyer said that he would retire 
from politics. He later left the 
executive committee. As a county 
commissioner, Boyer has the right 
to vote in executive committee 
decisions. 
The Alliance has always por­ 
trayed Boyer as the “ shadow” 
behind the county chairm an seat. 
The Alliance was 
formed 
in 
February of this year to rid the 
party of “ the Boyer influence.” 
Ziegler has denied having any 
political affiliations with Boyer. 
Boyer was prosecuted by Beck­ 
e d on charges that he took pro­ 
tection money from two Lower 
Bucks discount m arkets in return 
for protection from the Sunday 
’Blue laws. 
“Will Remain United” 
Before the balloting began Sat­ 
urday, Ziegler called upon Dr. 
George W. Shaffer, GOP state 
committeeman, to chair the m eet­ 
ing. 
“ No 
m atter 
w h a t 
happens 
here,” Ziegler said before leaving 
the rostrum, “ all Republicans will 
rem ain united and work for the 
best interests of the party in the 
county, state and nation.” 
After

election, 
however, 
Ziegler said that he had little 
hope for a reconciliation between 
his group and the Alliance. 
Ziegler lost Lower Bucks by a 
m argin of 87 for Becked to 75 
votes cast for himself, He won 
in Upper Bucks, however, by 
46 to 37 count.

The economist said frankly that 
the Congress felt that some of 
the treaty provisions dealing with 
a working man are merely se­ 
mantics, that as of now Common 
Market policy doesn't even pre­ 
tend to give the working people 
a fair shake. 


This may be interpreted as the 
labor viewpoint in Great Britain. 
The labor viewpoint is a highly 
important one. The Trades Union 
Congress, .somewhat the equiva­ 
lent of the AFL-CIO in America, 
but much more tightly'organized 
and infinitely more entrenched in 
the British commercial and in­ 
dustrial fabric, em braces 138 dif­ 
ferent unions with a total mem­ 
bership 8,000,000. 


This means that the Congress 
represents nearly a third of Great 
Britain’s total labor force of 23,- 
000,000. Organized labor in Amer­ 
ica has 15,000,000 within its fold, 
or less than a fourth of the 65,* 
000,000 labor force 


The Trades Union Congress and 
Britain’s Labor Party are not one 
and the same. But the relation­ 
ship is so close, because of con­ 
tinuing 
grass-roots poetical 
ef­ 
forts of the TUC, that Congress 
policy nearly automatically 
be­ 
comes the policy of the? Libor 
Party, even now giving the Tory 
government a hard time of it. 


ficient representation 
from 
the 
labor sector. 
“The European Economic Com­ 
munity (Common M arket) wants 
us in not because it feels it can 
be of benefit to us, but because 
it knows we can be of benefit 
to it,” he stated. 


Possibly 
what 
the 
economic 
chief was saying was something 
akin to the thinking of opponents 
of Britain’s entry. 
The Trades Union Congress is 
strong and has had things going 
pretty well its way. In addition 
to being fearful of losing some 
of its own “ sovereignty” in this 
“give-and-take” Common Market 
business, quite probably the Con­ 
gress doesn’t want labor groups 
in Italy or France or Germany 
meddling in its affairs. 
Congress* attitude, as reflected 
by Mukherjie, is that no great 
harm would be done if Britain 
stayed out of the Common M ar­ 
ket, that the United Kingdom 
economy wouldn’t suffer, that op­ 
portunity for industrial and trade 
expansion would be just as great
